Gov. W a r r e n E , Hearnes 
called on the legislature today 
to provide m ore state aid tor 
the care of hom eless children 
and tubercular patients In the 
m etropolitan are a s. 
He said this would be "a 
start in the right direction” of 
treating all sections of the state 
as fairly as possible. 
The new governor prom ised 
in his campaign to help the 
cities meet their financial prob- 
lem s by increasing state aid in 
these a re a s. His first special 
m essage to the 1965 legislature 
was 
used to ca rry out the 
pledges. 
As things stand now, the state 
pays a mixed pattern of aid to 
help hom eless and neglected 
children in about 50 counties, 
using som e federal funds. But 
it pays none in St. Louis, which 
lias its own division of chil­ 
d ren 's serv ices. 
Hearnes proposed the state 
pay half the cost of caring tor 
hom eless and neglected kids in 
the city of St. Louis and in 
Jackson and St. Louis counties 
and at least 50 p er cent of the 
cost in other counties. 
He said he did not suggest 
an exact scale for state aid 
outside the two big metropoli­ 
tan are as because some coun­ 
ties can't contribute 50 per 
cent and some can't pay any­ 
thing at all for foster home 
care. 
“ My proposal will enable the 
state to pay m ore than 50 per 
cent in 
some of the poorer 
counties,” he said in the spe­ 
cial m essage sent to the House 
and Senate. He did not deliver 
it in person. 
He estim ated the cost of such 
state aid in the metropolitan 
areas would lie $436,680 m ore 
than the $300,000 he already 
has budgeted for outstate fos­ 
ter home ca re. No legislation 
would be necessary, except for 
the appropriation. 
For the care of tubercular 
patients, H earnes noted most 
of the outstate cases are treat­ 
ed at the state tuberculosis san­ 
atorium at Mount Vernon 
It is supported entirely by 
state tax funds. 
But sim ilar patients in St. 
Louis 
and K ansas City are 
treated at hospitals supported 
alm ost entirely by city taxpay. 
e rs —m St. Louis at Koch Hos­ 
pital and in Kansas City at Re­ 
search Hospital. 
The state pays $2.50 a day 
for the care of such patients in 
the city hospitals. Hearnes pro­ 
posed this amount be raised to 
$10 a (Jay, or $70 a week, in­ 
stead of $ 17.50. 
No total cost estim ate was 
given. 
” In concluding,” the gover­ 
nor said, "le t me say that I be­ 
lieve the state should treat all 
its sections and political subdi­ 
visions as fairly as possible. 
" I do not believe one section 
of the state should be given 
special advantage over anoth­ 
e r. Nor do I believe one area 
should ca rry g reater burdens 
than another. The alxive recom ­ 
mended legislation, Ibelieve,is 
a start in the right direction.”

A Coast Guard lookout on 
shore, seaman Dale D. Bishop, 
19, of Easton, Pa., heard a 
sound like a firecracker and 
saw a fire at sea. 
"T he flames were orange but 
I was not definite that it was a 
plane — yet it must have been. 
The flames flared up fora while 
and then died down,” he said. 
By 
early morning, search 
boats had recovered parts of 
several bodies. 
A fishing boat reported it had 
found a plane seat with a body 
strapped in it, but the body had 
slipped back into the water as it 
w as being hoisted aboard. 
The searchers also fished out 
scraps of burned and torn parts 
of the plane, charred bits of 
clothing and airline brochures, 
found floating on w ater 60 to 75 
feet deep. 
They found no survivors. 
"You 
keep 
looking,” said 
Coast Guard Capt. Ira McMul- 
Ian of Memphis, Tenn. "When 
you don't see people alive it's a 
feeling of futility.” 
The 79 passengers included 
two young opera 
singers en 
route to a South Carolina con­ 
cert, a woman bound tor a fu­ 
neral, prominent Southern busi­ 
nessm en, a form er Virginia col­ 
lege 
beauty queen, soldiers 
heading home on furlough from 
Germany, and others returning 
to camp In Georgia. 
The plane had started in Bos­ 
ton, but all but one of Its pas­ 
sengers had boarded in New 
York. 
Through the night, under the 
eerie light of flares dropped by 
planes 
and 
helicopters, the 
boats 
continued 
the search. 
Searchers could see the lights of 
the shore and the glow of Man­ 
hattan about 40 m iles away. 
C hris Walk of the Federal 
Aviation Agency said the last 
radio call from the plane wasan 
acknowledgment of a routine 
instruction from the Kennedy 
tower to change direction. The 
plane 
had 
reported it was 
climbing 
through 3,700 feet, 
heading southeast. 
The pilot was Capt. Frederick 
Robert Carson, 41, of Hunting­ 
ton, N.Y., a veteran of 19years 
with the airlin e. Both he and 
first 
officer Edward Robert 
Dunn, also 41, of Clinton, Conn., 
w ere pilots during World War 
U, Carson in the Army Air 
Force and Dunn in the Navy. 
A Civil Aeronautics Board 
said the investigation to estab­ 
lish the probable cause of the 
accident may take a long time.

SUPREME ISSUE OF THE 20TH CENTURY 
The supreme issue of this century is sin\ply 
whether the state is to be the master or the 
servant of the j>eople. 
Whenever the state goes l)eyond its proper 
functions of maintaining law and order at home 
and providing protection against foreign aggres­ 
sion, there is no place to stop. The dam of 
private rights is breached and, gradually or 
swiftly, power after jx-jwer is seized by the 
state until there is no freedom left. 
The validity of the idea of personal lil)crty 
was proved during the century Ixdween the end 
of the Napoleonic Wars and the outbreak of World 
War I in 1914. In Europe during that century 
there were unprecedented gains in political and 
economic 
freedom. 
The 
old shackles which 
absolute monarchy and feudalism had hammered 
on the people were broken in some countries 
and considerably loosened in others. 
In 1914, there was not a country in the W estern 
world in which people were not l>etter fed, Ix't- 
ter clothed, l)etter schooled and Ix'tter cared for 
medically than they were in 1814. 
Here is a striking example of the kind of 
progress that was made in England during that 
period. In 1839, 
during the reign of Queen 
Victoria, one of the judges of the Assize at 
Launceston, a certain Un'd Denman, sentenced 
a thirteen-year-old boy to jxmal servitude 
for life for the crime of stealing one bushel of 
potatoes. By the end of the century such a 
sentence would have been unthinkable. In 1839 
the death penalty was assessed for any of forty- 
seven different crimes, and when reform ers 
tried to atx)lish the penalty of hanging for lesser 
crimes (those ranking below' theft under five 
shillings), there was an uproar. But the English 
reform ers won and kept winning all during the 
century. This was the most progressive cen­ 
tury in human history. It brought an end to 
human slavery in the United States and to serf­ 
dom in Russia. The trend toward human re ­ 
spect was massive and most irresistible. 
Then came World War I and with it an end 
to these humanistic trends; indeed, they were 
reversed. The first world - wide cataclysm 
paved the way for outright dictatorship in Rus­ 
sia. The results of World War I caused the 
development of fascism and nazism and created 
a number of minor variations elsewhere on the 
major theme of human oppression. 
In the United States the change took a different 
form: The creation of the “ Welfare State.“ The 
government gradually took over functions de­ 
signed to help individuals and groups but which 
established controls that dulled initiative and 
reduced freedom. Enormous taxes have been 
imposed which increased the burdens of all 
individuals and groups under the guise of helping 
them. 
This has led to bigger and bigger government. 
In 1800 when the seat of government was moved 
from Philadelphia to the new city of Washing­ 
ton, the entire move consisted of just fifty- 
four office clerks and 12 boxes containing the 
files! Today, the U. S. government is the biggest 
in the world. It employs nearly two and one- 
half million civilian employees. It consists of 
more than 2,250 agencies, and owns land on the 
continental Ignited States twenty-one times the 
area of the state of South Carolina. 
The tremendous growth of government in 
America has led to a flood of propaganda for 
more and more spending and controls. Reck­ 
less spending has become an ugly and danger­ 
ous habit which the bureaucrats show no signs 
of breaking. As a result the dollar has continued 
to shrink in value so that it is now worth less 
than half of what it was worth twenty years ago. 
Every day we are told that we must spend 
more and submit to more controls in order to 
prevent Russia from getting ahead of us so 
far that she will be able to destroy us at 
will with new weapons, with economic measures 
or with both. 
We are told that foreign aid programs are es­ 
sential to survival. We are told that we must be ' 
strong at home if we are to survive and that the 
only vitamhi that can make us strong is Federal 
aid and Tederal control. Measure after measure 
is being proposed which would increase the size 
of government and reduce the size of our free­ 
dom. 
In considering this issue we must keep con­ 
stantly in mind that freedom of expression, one 
of our most priceless gifts, always goes hand in 
hand with economic freedom. On occasion we 
hear demagogic orators claim they are strong for 
human rights as opposed to property rights This 
may sound very well in a tub-thumping speech, 
but it is a fallacious and freedom-destroyin¿ 
doctrine. The two rights cannot be separated. 
Where there is no security for property, such 
human rights as freedom of speech and of the 
press and the guarantees against arbitrary a r­ 
rest, execution and slave labor are invariably 
absent. 
^ 
People forget that the basic strength of the 
United States lies in being as different from 
Russia as possible. 


Our future depends upon our adhering to the 
principles of the free market, consumer free 
choice and the complete opportunity of the in­ 
dividual — principles whicn have maintained 
our freedom and given hope to enslaved people 
everywhere. 
However, the bureaucrats and many politicians

are using the mistaken fear of Russian com­ 
petition to drive us along the path of economic 
statism , an American kind of totalitarianism. 
Aside from military attack, the only thing we 
need fear from the economic patterns of so­ 
cialism and communism is the desire of so 
many economists, bureaucrats and politicians to 
follow them. We can maintain our freedom only 
if we resolve not to aue the economic philosophy 
and processes of the anti-human totalitarians in 
the Kremlin. 
We can retain our greatness and our talent for 
progress if we settle the most important political 
issue of the century by determining once and 
for all that the state must be the servant of its 
citizens, not the m aster of its subjects.

shortcomings, neither 
the best driving judgment nor 
the most safety-perfect vehicle 
can prevent an accident. 
“ Where the moving automo- 
bi’e goes depends on the driv­ 
e r ," continued Colonel Wag­ 
goner. “ What a driver does 
depends, to a large extent, on 
what he learns through his eyes 
al)Out the changing traffic situa­ 
tion. His eyesight gives him in­ 
formation in regard to the num­ 
ber, position or movements of 
other vehicles or pedestrians. 
His eyes give him the distance 
and speed of other cars or of 
pedestrians. The color of traf­ 
fic signals and the shape of 
traffic signs are also brought 
to 
the 
attention of a driver 
through his eyes. If, however, a 
person’s eyesight is somehow 
im paired, then Information con­ 
cerning some changing traffic 
situation 
does 
not 
properly 
come to his attention. This may 
result in delayed or faulty re ­ 
actions by the driver and lead 
to a traffic accident.

WASHINGTON — No one in the 
Senate is more sanctimonious 
about government economy than 
Karl Mundt, the solemn senator 
from South Dakota. Seldom does 
he miss an opportunity to ha­ 
rangue the Senate regarding 
waste. 
The echoes had hardly died 
from his last oration on econ­ 
omy when Mundt tacked a rider 
on the Farm Commodities Ap­ 
propriation which would tie the 
hands of the President in elim­ 
inating 
Veterans 
Adminis­ 
tration waste. 
What aroused the GOP Senator 
from South Dakota was that 
Johnson planned to close the 
Veteran.s Regional Office 
in 
Sioux Falls, S. C. The idea of 
saving the taxpayers’ money in 
South Dakota, Mundt obviously 
felt, was carrying government 
economy too far. 
Mundt closed his mind to the 
fact that the Sioux Falls Office 
has one of the lightest work­ 
loads of any VA Office in the 
country, that its shutflown would 
eliminate duplication and over­ 
head now costing the taxpayers 
nearly $118,000 a year. 
During the last fiscal year, 
the taxpayers paid a premium 
$6.58 per man-hour to keep the 
Sioux Falls Office open. Tlie 
Prc'sident has prorxised a m er­ 
ger with the St. Paul, Minn., 
Office which would cost the tax­ 
payers only $4.47 per man-hour 
to operate. 
The only way Mundt could save 
the Sioux Falls Office was to 
fight against closing of the elev­

Johnson Believes Public ¡s 
Generally In Favor of his 


Program for the Country 


Guantanamo Naval Base Has 
Plenty of Fresh Water Now 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Presi- 
dent Johnson plays the cards 
close to his chest, at home and 
abroad, but thinks he has broad 
public approval—consensus,he 
calls it — for what he has in 
mind for America. 
News reporters, restless be­ 
cause Johnson has held only one 
press 
conference this year, 
asked for one. But his press sec­ 
retary, George Reedy, after 
talking with the President, told 
them Wednesday: 
“ For the time being he has no 
particular new information to 
volunteer that you don’t have 
already.” 
Then Wednesday night John­ 
son announced he would be glad 
to go to Russia for talks with 
Soviet leaders. The Associated 
Press reported from the White 
House this was obviously en­ 
couraged by secret, month-long 
contacts with Moscow. 
Johnson 
can play quiet at 
home, too, until it suits him oth­ 
erwise. 
After his election last Novem­ 
ber there was speculation he 
would go easy, be spa ring in his 
programs, 
and 
offer 
only 
watered-down ones to avoid con­ 
flict even though his victory had 
been overwhelming. 
The reason given for this 
speculation: Johnson remem­ 
bers how President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, despite his vast vic­ 
tory in 1936, was hobbled for 
years by an angry Congress aft­ 
er he tried to reorganize the 
Supreme Court. 
But when Johnson delivered 
his State of the Union message 
Jan. 4 he made about 90propos­ 
als and followed up with two 
that had been red-hot, unre­ 
solved issues for years: Fed­ 
eral aid to education, including 
parochial schools, and medical 
care for 
the aged financed 
through Social Security. 
And Wednesday night, to show 
lie is willing to confront opposi­ 
tion. he said that between Jan. 4 
and the end of this year he will 
have 
sent 
Congress sixteen 
messages facing up to 
con- 
flicts, to controversies and “ to 
the needs for change in our 
society.” 


Strangely, this year there was 
relatively little heat over the 
education and medical care pro­ 
grams and, stranger, both now 
seem to have a good chance of 
going through. How does this 
happen? 
This seems the best answer: 
Johnson, an expert politician, 
wants results and not conflicts. 
Instead of ducking the conflict, 
he cools off both sides before 
making his program s public. 
He would probably call the 
nonviolent reaction to the medi­ 
cal care and education pro­ 
gram s, just to use two exam­ 
ples, a reflection of what he 
calls the “ consensus” of Amer­ 
ican thinking. 
He worked that word “ consen­ 
sus” overtime in the campaign 
but, because he hasn’t been 
holding news conferences, the 
public hasn’t been hearing it 
from him. It probably will from 
now on. He used “ consensus” 13 
times Wednesday night. 
What does he mean by it? He 
seems to use it interchangeably 
with “ mandate.” 
The dictionary meaning of 
“ mandate” is “ instruction by a 
constituency” and “ consensus” 
means an “ agreement in mat­ 
ters of opinion.” 
Very early in the morning 
after election day last Novem­ 
ber Johnson revealed he consid­ 
ered his great victory a “ man­ 
date” to carry out his ideas.

The 11-pound engine, with 12 
pounds of allied equipment, will 
get Its first orbital testing In a 
Navy satellite, but won’t go to 
work until the satellite has first 
been sent into orbit by a con­ 
ventional rocket.

This C om m ission looks for­ 
w ard to future surveys, ta lie v - 
ing that the extrem ely nominal

As things stand now, the state 
pays a mixed pattern of aid to 
help homeless and neglected 
children in about 50 counties, 
using some federal funds. But 
it pays none in St. Louis, which 
has its own division of chiU 
dren’s services. 
Hearnes proposed the state 
pay half the cost of caring for 
homeless and neglected kids in 
the city of St. Louis and in 
Jackson and St. Louis counties 
and at least 50 per cent of the 
cost in other counties. 
He said he did not suggest 
an exact scale for state aid 
outside the two lug metropoli­ 
tan areas because some coun­ 
ties can't contribute .30 per 
cent and some can't pay any­ 
thing at all for foster home 
care. 
“ My proposal will enable the 
state to pay more than 50 per 
cent in some of the poorer 
counties/* he said in the spe­ 
cial message sent to the House 
and Senate. He did not deliver 
it in person. 
He estimated the cost of such 
state aid in the metropolitan 
areas would be $436,680 more 
than the $300,000 he already 
has budgeted for outstate fos­ 
ter home care. No legislation 
would be necessary, except for 
the appropriation. 
For the care of tubercular 
patients, Hearnes noted most 
of the outstate cases are treat­ 
ed at the state tuberculosis san­ 
atorium at Mount Vernon 
It is supported entirely by 
state tax funds. 
Hut similar patients in St. 
Louis 
and Kansas City are 
treated at hospitals supported 
almost entirely by city taxpay- 
e rs—in St. Louis at Koch Hos­ 
pital and in Kansas City at Re­ 
search Hospital. 
The state pays $2.50 a day 
for the care of such patients in 
the city hospitals. Hearnes pro­ 
posed this amount be raised to 
$10 a day, or $70 a week, in­ 
stead of $17.50. 
No total cost estimate was 
given. 
“ In concluding/* the gover­ 
nor said, "let me say that I be­ 
lieve the state should treat all 
its sections and political subdi­ 
visions as fairly as possible. 
" I do not believe one section 
of the state should be given 
special advantage over anoth­ 
er. Nor do I believe one area 
should carry greater burdens 
than another. The above recom­

SUPREME ISSUE OF THE 20T11 CENTURY 
The supreme issue of this century is simply 
whether the state is to be the master or the 
servant of the people. 
Whenever the state goes beyond its proper 
functions of maintaining law and order at home 
and providing protection against foreign aggres­ 
sion, there is no place to stop. The dam of 
private rights is breached and, gradually or 
swiftly, power after power is seized by the 
state until there is no freedom left. 
The validity of the idea of personal liberty 
was proved during the century between the end 
of the Napoleonic V\ars and the outbreak of World 
War I in 1914. In Europe during that century 
there were unprecedented gains in political and 
economic 
freedom. 
1'he 
old shackles which 
absolute monarchy and feudalism had hammered 
on the people were broken in some countries 
and considerably loosened in others. 
In 1914, there was not a country in the W estern 
world in which people were not better fed, bet­ 
ter clothed, l>etter schooled and bettor oared for 
medically than they were in 1814. 
Here is a striking example of the kind of 
progress that was made in England during that 
period. In 1839, 
during the reign of Queen 
Victoria, one of the judges of the Assize at 
Launceston, a certain Lord Denman, sentenced 
a thirteen-year-old boy to penal servitude 
for life for the crime of stealing one bushel of 
potatoes. By the end of the century such a 
sentence would have been unthinkable. In 1839 
the death penalty w as assessed for any of forty- 
seven different crimes, and when reform ers 
tried to atxdish the penalty of hanging for lesser 
crim es (those ranking below theft under five 
shillings), there was an uproar. But the English 
reform ers won and kept winning all during the 
century. This was the most progressive cen­ 
tury in human history. It brought an end to 
human slavery in the United States and to serf­ 
dom in Russia. The trend toward human r e ­ 
spect was massive and most irresistible. 
Then came World War I and with it an end 
to these humanistic trends; indeed, they were 
reversed. The first world - wide cataclysm 
paved the way for outright dictatorship in Rus­ 
sia. The results of World War I caused the 
development of fascism and nazism and created 
a number of minor variations elsewhere on the 
major theme of human oppression. 
In the United States the change took a different 
form: The creation of the “ Welfare State.** The 
government gradually took over functions de­ 
signed to help individuals and groups but which 
established controls that dulled initiative and 
reduced freedom. Enormous taxes have been 
imposed which increased the burdens of all 
individuals and groups under the guise of helping 
them. 
This has led to bigger and bigger government. 
In 1800 when the seat of government was moved 
from Philadelphia to the new city of Washing­ 
ton, the entire move consisted of just fifty- 
four office clerks and 12 lx)xes containing the 
files! Today, the U. S. government is the biggest 
in the world. It employs nearly two and one- 
half million civilian employees. It consists of 
more than 2,250 agencies, and owns land on the 
continental United States twenty-one times the 
area of the state of South Carolina. 
The tremendous growth of government in 
America has led to a flood of propaganda for 
more and more spending and controls. Reck­ 
less spending has become an ugly and danger­ 
ous habit which the bureaucrats show no signs 
of breaking. As a result the dollar has continued 
to shrink in value so that it is now worth less 
than half of what it was worth twenty years ago. 
Every day we are told that we must spend 
more and submit to more controls in order to 
prevent Russia from getting ahead of us so 
far that she will be able to destroy us at 
will with new weapons, with economic measures 
or with both. 
Wre are told that foreign aid programs are e s­ 
sential to survival. We are told that we must be 
strong at home if we are to survive and that the 
only vitarrrn that can make us strong is Federal 
aid and Federal control. Measure after measure 
is being proposed which would increase the size 
of government and reduce the size of our free­ 
dom. 
In considering this issue we must keep con­ 
stantly in mind that freedom of expression, one 
of our most priceless gifts, always goes hand in 
hand with economic freedom. On occasion we 
hear demagogic orators claim they are strong for 
human rights as opposed to property rights. This 
may sound very well in a tub-thumping speech, 
but it is a fallacious and freedom-destroying 
doctrine. The two rights cannot be separated. 
Where there is no security for property, such 
human rights as freedom of speech and of the 
press and the guarantees against arbitrary a r ­ 
rest, execution and slave labor are invariably 
absent. 
People forget that the basic strength of the 
United States lies in being as different from 
Russia as possible. 


Our future depends upon our adhering to the 
principles of the free market, consumer free 
choice and the complete opportunity of the in­ 
dividual — principles which have maintained 
our freedom and given hope to enslaved people 
everywhere. 
However, the bureaucrats and many politicians 
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are using the mistaken fear of Russian com­ 
petition to drive us along the path of economic 
statism , an American kind of totalitarianism. 
Aside from military attack, the only thing we 
need fear from the economic patterns of so­ 
cialism and communism is the desire of so 
many economists, bureaucrats and politicians to 
follow them. We can maintain our freedom only 
if we resolve not to aoe the economic philosophy 
and processes of the anti-human totalitarians in 
the Kremlin. 
We can retain our greatness and our talent for 
progress if we settle the most important political 
issue of the century by determining once and 
for all that the state must be the servant of its 
citizens, not the m aster of its subjects.

“ Where the moving automo- 
bP e goes depends on the driv­ 
e r , " 
continued Colonel Wag­ 
goner. 
“ What a driver does 
depends, to a large extent, on 
what he learns through his eyes 
about the changing traffic situa­ 
tion. His eyesight gives him in­ 
formation in regard to the num­ 
b er, position or movements of 
other vehicles or pedestrians. 
His eyes give him the distance 
and speed of other cars or of 
pedestrians. The color of traf­ 
fic 
signals and the shape of 
traffic signs are also brought 
to 
the 
attention of 
a driver 
through his eyes. If, however, a 
person's eyesight is somehow 
impaired, then information con­ 
cerning some changing traffic 
situation 
does 
not 
properly 
come to his attention. This may 
result in delayed or faulty r e ­ 
actions by the driver and lead 
to a traffic accident.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — No one in the 
Senate is more sanctimonious 
about government economy than 
Karl Mundt, the solemn senator 
from South Dakota. Seldom does 
he miss an opportunity to ha­ 
rangue the Senate regarding 
waste. 
The echoes had hardly died 
from his last oration on econ­ 
omy when Mundt tacked a rider 
on the Farm Commodities Ap­ 
propriation which would tie the 
hands of the President in elim­ 
inating 
Veterans 
Adminis­ 
tration waste. 
What aroused the GOP Senator 
from South Dakota was that 
Johnson planned to close the 
Veterans Regional Office 
in 
Sioux Falls, S. C. The idea of 
saving the taxpayers’ money in 
South Dakota, Mundt obviously 
felt, was carrying government 
economy too far. 
Mundt closed his mind to the 
fact that the Sioux Falls Office 
has one of the lightest work­ 
loads of any VA Office in the 
country, that its shutdown would 
eliminate duplication and over­ 
head now costing the taxpayers 
nearly $118,000 a year. 
During the last fiscal year, 
the taxpayers paid a premium 
$6.58 per man-hour to keep the 
Sioux Falls Office open. Tlie 
President has proposed a mer­ 
ger with the St. Paul, Minn., 
Office which would cost the tax­ 
payers only $4.47 per man-hour 
to operate. 
The only way Mundt could save 
the Sioux Falls Office was to 
fight against closing of the elev­ 
en VA Hospitals and the seven­ 
teen 
regional 
offices 
which 
Johnson wants to consolidate. 
Thus his rider will cost the tax­ 
payers not only the $118,000 
that would have been saved In 
Sioux Falls but a whopping total 
of $23,000,000. 
The eleven hospitals the P res­ 
ident wants to close are located 
far from the medical centers 
that 
attract 
good 
doctors, 
nurses, and interns. Thus, the 
out-of-the-way 
hospitals not 
only have Itecome difficult to 


staff and uneconomical to run 
but they provide inferior treat­ 
ment. 
The 
President’s p r o p o s a l 
would offer more veterans bet­ 
te r treatment at lower cost. But, 
thanks to Mundt, this cost-cut­ 
ting effort has been blocked. It 
rem ains to be seen whether the 
President 
can 
regroup 
his 
forces and blast the reform s 
out of the Senate. 
Meanwhile, 
Mundt continues 
to preach government economy 
—outside his own state. 
Note; 
Putting an extraneous 
rider on an essential Appro­ 
priations Bill is one of the most 
ruthless and unfair ways of ty­ 
ing the hands of the President. 
He has to have the money being 
voted in the Appropriations Bill 
and therefore has to swallow the 
rider which infringes on his 
power as executive. 
— BEHIND THE 
SELMA ARRESTS— 
It would have been a simple 
matter for either Bobby Ken­ 
nedy when he was attorney gen­ 
eral, or Nicholas Katzenbach, 
his successor, to have headed 
off the massive demonstrations 
and ai rests In Selma, Ala. 
They have had the power to 
act ever since July 2, 1964 
when the Civil Rights Act be­ 
came law. 
Six demands that Negroes be 
permitted to register in Selma 
have been lie fore U. S. District 
Judge Daniel H. Thomas, since 
1961. But for four years, most 
of them got nowhere. 
Last week, with several hun­ 
dred Negroes arrested, and ten 
congressmen al>out to fly to 
Selma, Judge Thomas finally 
dusted off these four-year-old 
cases and gingerly ordered a 
few 
voting 
restrictions re­ 
moved. 
But, at any time after July 2, 
the Justice Department had the 
power to go over the Judge's 
head and remove Selma voting 
restrictions. 
The 
attorney 
general could 
have 
ordered a three-judge 
court to review the denial of 


voting rights, and followed this 
up with the appointment of fed­ 
eral voting referees. 
Instead, both attorney 
gen­ 
erals sat on their 
hands and 
waited for Rev. 
Martin Lu­ 
ther King to force a timid 
federal judge to take sem i-ac­ 
tion. President Johnson should 
take a good look at the Justice 
Department he inherited from 
Bobby Kennedy. 
— LBJ’S HEALTH— 
In acknowledging he “ may have 
made a m istake," President 
Johnson still didn’t confess the 
chief reason he failed to send 
Vice President Hubert Hum­ 
phrey to London for the Church­ 
ill funeral. 
Intimates insist that the P res­ 
ident felt so low from his cold 
and cough that he wanted the 
Vice President around in case 
of a turn for the worse. John­ 
son is keenly concerned about 
the succession to power. 
“ When I am away," he has 
told the Vice President, “ I want 
you in Washington." 
In case of illness, says an 
insider, 
the 
President also 
“ wants Hubert handy." 
Though the President's cold 
was not serious, 
this same 
source adds; “ You can be sure 
the President never would have 
taken an ambulance to the hos­ 
pital in the middle of the night 
unless he felt terrib le." 
He knew how this would upset 
the nation and tried to minimize 
the impact by giving a bedside 
interview 
shortly thereafter. 
But Johnson never would have 
gone to the hospital In the first 
place If he hadn’t thought he 
needed the treatment. 
For the 
President 
Is quite 
sensitive alxiut his health. He 
appears to the visitor to tie in 
excellent health. But he some­ 
times 
Invites friends to feel 
his muscle or inspect his wal- 
let-size cardiogram to prove 
how fit lie Is. 
This is the reason he didn’t 
mention health as the main rea­ 
son 
for keeping 
Humphrey 
home. 


Hoffa Launches Drive To Woo 
Supreme Court. 
Nashville, Tenn.: 
-- Up in 
Washington, gay and cocky J im ­ 
mie Hoffa, a $94,000-a-year 
union executive, is making the 
rounds of fashionable resta u ­ 
rants as though there were no 
tomorrow in which looms an 
eight-year federal prison sen ­ 
tence handed him for attem pt­ 
ing to tamper with a jury in 
this community. 
The bantam T eam ster's chief 
appears carefree and shows no 
m ark of the 63 days he spent 
h ere 
in ’62 during one trial 
and additional months over in 
Chattanooga where he was con­ 
victed. 
The lawyers who tried him and 
beat him are here. But Hoffa 
now has sent word to his Team ­ 
s te rs everywhere that he’ll r e ­ 
v erse the verdict with his ap­ 
peal -- and that he’ll be run­ 
ning the huge T eam sters o r ­ 
ganization for decades. 
Hoffa's tioast is of particular 
interest to some in this city. 
Two of the men who finally 
nailed him are of this com ­ 
munity. One is John J. Hooker 
S r., an attorney who became 
a special counselor for the J u s ­ 
tice Dept, and his colleague of 
the Chattanooga trial, Jim Neal, 
now U. S. Attorney here. They 
w ere the first ever to get a 
verdict against Hoffa, and they 
believe It will stick. 
However, some of those around 
Hoffa say he's jiosltive he can 
beat “ the rap" In the Supreme 
Court. His tactic is to “ Image" 
him self as a victim of an abuse 
of civil lll>erties. All this Is 
carefully 
thought out . 
F o r 
months now he lias been build­ 
ing a special organization which 
will spend atxwt$100,000a year 
of Team sters' funds on the civil 
liberties “ kick." 
Mr. Hoffa's sudden affinity for 
lntellectuallsm is best seen in a 
confidential memo he sent to 
T eam ster 
local 
secretary - 
tre a s u re rs on Jan. 18. The m is­ 
sive is laden with Mr. Hoffa's 
brand of arm-twisting subtlety. 
I present it here as an example 
of 
a latter - day proletarian 
yearning for culture: 
“ Dear Sir and B rother," says 
the memo, “ On Novemlier 17, 
1964, I wrote you a letter r e ­ 
questing 
contributions 
for a 
Civil Liberties 
Fund 
which 
would finance research and pub­ 
lications of articles in the area 
of governmental Invasion of in­ 
dividual rights by leading pro ­ 
fessors of law and political 
science. To date, we have r e ­ 
ceived 
many 
favorable 
r e ­ 
sponses and some questions r e ­ 
garding the manner in which the 


check should l>e made out and 
also the source from which the 
funds may lie paid. 
“ Since 
the 
Civil 
Liberties 
Fund will l>e used solely for 
educational purposes, the con­ 
tribution may l>e paid out of 
union funds. While no special 
sum is suggested, I know you 
will do whatever you can to 
make your contribution a signif­ 
icant one, Inasmuch as the first 
y ear's budget will l>e approxi­ 
mately $100,000. 
“ Please make your check out 
to ‘International Brotherhood of 
T eam sters’. . . Indicating on the 
stub It Is for the Civil Liber­ 
ties Fund. Fraternally yours." 
There Is no indication who will 
select the university professors 
o r how much they will l>e paid 
for 
writing 
their 
scholarly 
thesis 
for 
the Teamsters. 
Perhaps Mr. Hoffa plans to t>e 
a sort of one-man foundation. 
However, Jim Hoffa is not a 
gambler. He just is not quite 
certain that the Supreme Court 
will respond to all this expen­ 
sive civil liberties Isirrage.So, 
In order not to chance losing 
control of the sprawling team­ 
s te rs union, he lias devised still 
another stratagem. 
With 
legal maneuvering 
he 
hopes to delay a final decision 
on his freedom, at least Into 
1966. Then he will use an am ­ 
biguity in his do-it-yourself 
T eam sters Constitution, a doc­ 
ument written under his ca re­ 
ful direction. 
The 
truckdrivers' 
charter 
says that there should lie a na­ 
tional convention at least every 
five years. Thus he can call 
such a national conclave early 
in 1966. 
He'll run for re-election there 
as general president. Certainly, 
with Hoffa actually on that stage, 
the delegates will rename him. 
Then, if the high court rules 
against him later In that year, 
he will asji the 
Internationa 1 
Executive Board for a leave of 
absence while in prison. 
His request will lie based on 
the fact that he was re-elected 
by a national convention after 
he was convicted, and thus the 
delegates showed confidence in 
him despite the eight-year sen­ 
tence. 
F inally, if the T eam sters Ex­ 
ecutive Board 
rejects 
this 
request, he will Insist on run­ 
ning the union from his prison 
cell on the theory that the na­ 
tional convention Is a higher 
authority than the lioard which 
is named by the same conven­ 
tion.

The suprem e issue of this century is simply 
W hether the state ie to he the m aster or the 
servant of the people 
Whenever the state £oes beyond its proper 
functions of maintaining lavs and order at home 
and providing protection against foreign aggres­ 
sion, there is no place to stop. The dam of 
private rights is broached ami, gradually or 
swiftly, power alter jxiwer is seized by the 
sta te until there is no freedom left. 
The validity of the idea of personal liberty 
was proved during the centum between the end 
of tin4 N ucleonic Wars and the outbreak of World 
War I in 1914. In Europe during that century 
there were unprecedented gains in political and 
economic 
freedom. 
I’he 
old shackles which 
absolute monarchy and feudalism had hammered 
on the people were broken in some countries 
and considerably loosened in others. 
In 1914, there was not a country in the Western 
world in which people were not better fed, bet­ 
ter clothed, better schooled and bettor cared for 
medically than they were in ISI !. 
Here is a striking example of the kind of 
progress that was made in England during that 
period. In 1839, 
during the reign of Eileen 
Victoria, one of the judges of the Assize at 
Launceston, a certain Lord Penman, sentenced 
a thirteen-year-old bo> 
to penal 
servitude 
for life for the crim e of stealing one bushel of 
potatoes. By the end of the century such a 
sentence would have been unthinkable. In 1839 
the death penalty was assessed for any of forty- 
seven different crim es, and when reform ers 
tried to abolish the penalty of hanging for lesser 
crim es (those ranking below theft under five 
shillings), there was an uproar. But the English 
refo rm ers won and kept winning all during the 
century. This was the most progressive cen­ 
tury in human history. It brought an end to 
human slavery in the tin te d States and to s e rf­ 
dom in Russia. The trend toward human r e ­ 
spect was massive and most irresistib le. 
Then came World War I and with it an end 
to these humanistic trends; indeed, they were 
reversed. The first world - wide cataclysm 
paved the way for outright dictatorship in Rus­ 
sia. The results of World War I caused the 
development of fascism and nazism and created 
a number of minor variations elsew here on the 
major theme of human oppression, 
In the United States the change took a different 
form; The creation of the “ Welfare State.** The 
government gradually took over functions de­ 
signed to help individuals and groups but which 
established controls that dulled initiative and 
reduced freedom. Enormous taxes have been 
imposed which increased the burdens of all 
individuals and groups under the guise of helping 
them. 
This has led to bigger and bigger government. 
In 1800 when the seat of government was moved 
from Philadelphia to the newr city of Washing­ 
ton, the entire move consisted of just fifty- 
four office clerks and 12 lx)xes containing the 
filesl Today, the U. S. government is the biggest 
in the world. It employs nearly two and one- 
half million civilian employees. It consists of 
m ore than 2,250 agencies, and owns land on the 
continental United States twenty-one times the 
area of the state of South Carolina. 
The tremendous growth of government in 
A m erica has led to a flood of propaganda for 
m ore and more spending and controls. Reck­ 
less spending has become an ugly and danger­ 
ous habit which the bureaucrats show' no signs 
of breaking. As a result the dollar has continued 
to shrink in value so that it is now worth less 
than half of what it was worth twenty years ago. 
Every day we are told that we must spend 
m ore and submit to more controls in order to 
prevent Russia from getting ahead of us so 
far that she will be able to destroy us at 
will with new weapons, with economic m easures 
o r with both. 
We are told that foreign aid program s are e s ­ 
sential to survival. We are told that we must be » 
strong at home if we are to survive and that the 
only vitamin that can make us strong is Federal 
aid and Federal control. M easure after measure 
is being proposed which would increase the size 
of government and reduce the size of our free­ 
dom. 
In considering this issue we must keep con­ 
stantly in mind that freedom of expression, one 
of our most priceless gifts, always goes hand in 
hand with economic freedom. On occasion we 
hear demagogic orators claim they are strong for 
human rights as opposed to property rights. This 
may sound very well in a tub-thumping speech, 
but it is a fallacious and freedom-destroying 
doctrine. The two rights cannot be separated. 
Where there is no security for property, such 
human rights as freedom of speech and of the 
p re s s and the guarantees against arbitrary a r ­ 
re s t, execution and slave labor are invariably 
absent. 
People forget that the basic strength of the 
United States lies in being as different from 
Russia as possible. 


Our future depends upon our adhering to the 
principles of the free market, consumer free 
choice and the complete opportunity of the in­ 
dividual - - principles which have maintained 
our freedom and given hope to enslaved people 
everywhere. 
However, the bureaucrats and many politicians 
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are using the mistaken fear of Russian com ­ 
petition to drive us along the path of economic 
statism , an American kind of totalitarianism . 
Aside from m ilitary attack the only thing we 
need fear from the economic patterns of so­ 
cialism and communism is the desire of so 
many economists, bureaucrats and politicians to 
follow them. We can maintain our freedom only 
if we resolve not to ane the economic philosophy 
and pro cesses of the anti-human totalitarians in 
the K rem lin. 
We can retain our greatness and our talent for 
p ro g re ss if we settle the most important political 
issue of the century by determining once and 
for all that the state must be the servant of its 
citizens, not the m aster of its subjects.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — No one in the 
Senate is m ore sanctim onious 
about governm ent economy than 
Kart Mundt, the solemn senator 
from South Dakota. Seldom does 
he m iss an opportunity to ha­ 
rangue 
the Senate 
regarding 
w aste. 
The echoes had hardly died 
from his last oration on econ­ 
omy when Mundt tacked a rid er 
on the F arm Commodities Ap­ 
propriation which would tie the 
hands of the President in elim ­ 
inating 
V eterans 
Adminis­ 
tration waste. 
What aroused the GOP Senator 
from 
South 
Dakota was that 
Johnson planned to close the 
V eterans Regional Office 
in 
Sioux Flails, S. C. The idea of 
saving the taxpayers’ money in 
South Dakota, Mundt obviously 
felt, was carrying government 
economy too far. 
Mundt closed his mind to the 
fact that tin* Sioux Falls Office 
has one of the lightest work­ 
loads of any VA Office in the 
country, that its shutdown would 
elim inate duplication and over­ 
head now costing the taxpayers 
nearly $118,000 a year. 
During the last fiscal year, 
the taxpayers paid a prem ium 
$6.58 p e r m an-hour to keep the 
Sioux F alls Office open. The 
P resid en t has proposed a m e r­ 
g e r with the St. Paul, Minn., 
Office which would cost the tax­ 
p ay ers only $4.47 per m an-hour 
to o p erate. 
Tin* only way Mundt could save 
the Sioux F alls Office was to 
fight against closing of the elev­ 
en VA Hospitals and tin* seven­ 
teen 
regional 
offices 
which 
Johnson wants to consolidate. 
Thus his rid e r will cost the tax­ 
p ay e rs not only the $118,000 
that would have been saved in 
Sioux F alls but a whopping total 
of $23,000,000. 
The eleven hospitals the P r e s ­ 
ident wants to close are located 
far from the medical centers 
that 
a ttract 
good 
doctors, 
n u rses, and interns. Thus, tin* 
o ut-of-the-w ay 
hospitals not 
only have liecome difficult to 


staff and uneconomical to run 
but they provide inferior tre a t­ 
m ent. 
The 
P resid en t’s p r o p o s a l 
would offer m ore veterans bet­ 
t e r treatm en t at lower cost. But, 
thanks to Mundt, this cost-cut­ 
ting effort has t>een blocked. It 
re m a in s to be seen whether the

forces and blast the refo rm s 
out of the Senate. 
Meanwhile, 
Mundt

• rounds of fashionable re s ta u ­ 
ra n ts as though there w ere no 
to m o rro w in which loom s an 
e ig h t-y e a r federal prison s e n ­ 
tence handed him for atte m p t­ 
ing to tam per with a jury In 
this community. 
The bantam T e a m ste r’s chief 
a p p e a rs carefree and shows no 
m a rk of the 63 days he spent 
h e r e 
in ’62 during one trial 
and additional months over In 
Chattanooga where he was con­ 
victed. 
The law yers who tried him and 
b ea t him are here. But Hoffa 
now has sent word to his T e a m ­ 
s t e r s everyw here that he’ll r e ­ 
v e rs e the verdict with his a p ­ 
peal — and that he’ll be ru n ­ 
ning the huge T e a m ste rs o r ­ 
ganization for decades. 
Hoffa’s boast is of p articu lar 
in te re s t to som e in this city. 
Two of the men who finally 
nailed him are of this c o m ­ 
m unity. One is John J. Hooker 
S r ., an attorney who becam e 
a special counselor for the J u s ­ 
tic e Dept, and his colleague of 
the Chattanooga trial, Jim Neal, 
now U. S. Attorney here. They 
w e re the first ev er to get a 
v erd ict against Hoffa, and they 
believ e it will stick. 
However, som e of those around 
Hoffa say he's positive he can 
b eat “ the rap” in the Suprem e 
C ourt.

WASHINGTON (A IM—Water, 
in ample quantity, is washing 
away tin1 gloom in Guantanamo 
and is bringing track the kids 
and

homes on that U.S. Naval Base 
in Cuba. 
It was different a year ago 
today. 
Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro had cut off the fresh 
water supply for the I use. 
Tilings looked dark, strategi­ 
cally .ind domestically. Wash­ 
ington ordered Guantanamo to 
start sending dependents luck 
to the United States. The luse 
was to become a military garri­ 
son, womanless and childless, 
standing ready to repel attack 
and faced with water ration. 
Last February, when Castro 
cut off the water and thought he 
had turned on a drought, there 
were 2,994 dependents of mill* 


tic. Two tanker ships carried on 
the shuttle — and there wasn’t 
water 
enough for laundries, 
much less for such things us 
swimming pools and watering 
lawns. 
Even while the first shuttle 
trips were being made, the 
Navy hastened to start a per­ 
manent setup to replace theCu- 
lun water supply. 
It began work on three plants 
to distill sea water into fresh 
water. Three such plants would 
produce the average 2.2 million 
gallons daily required in normal 
functioning of the base. 
The first plant went into oper­ 
ation last August and the first of 
the two tankers was pulled out 
of the shuttle service soon after. 
A second plant began pouring 
out its share of fresh water in 
September and the other tanker 
tary and civilian personnel liv-_was withdrawn. The third plant 
mg on Guantanamo.

ber, the total had dropped to l,- 
404. 
But at Christmas time, Wash­ 
ington changed its mind. The 
word went out to permit de­ 
pendents to go to Guantanamo.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Presl- 
dent Johnson plays the cards 
close to his chest, at home and 
abroad, but thinks he has broad 
public approval —consensus,he 
calls it — for what he has in 
mind for America. 
News reporters, restless be­ 
cause Johnson has held only one 
press 
conference this year, 
asked for one. But his press sec­ 
retary, George Reedy, after 
talking with the President, told 
them Wednesday: 
“ For the time being he has no 
particular new information to 
volunteer that you don’t have 
already.” 
Then Wednesday night John­ 
son announced he would be glad 
to go to Russia for talks with 
Soviet leaders. The Associated 
Press reported from the White 
House this was obviously en­ 
couraged by secret, month-long 
contacts with Moscow. 
Johnson 
can play quiet at 
home, too, until it suits him oth­ 
erwise. 
After tiis election last Novem­ 
ber there was speculation lie 
would go easy, be spa ring in his 
programs, 
and 
offer 
only 
watered-down ones to a void con­ 
flict even though his victory had 
been overwhelming. 
The reason given for this 
speculation: Johnson remem­ 
bers how President FrankiluD. 
Roosevelt, despite his vast vic­ 
tory in 1936, was hobbled for 
years by an angry Congress aft­ 
er he tried to reorganize the 
Supreme Court. 
But when Johnson delivered 
his State of the Union message 
Jan. 4 lie made about 50propos­ 
als and followed up with two 
that had been red-hot, unre­ 
solved issues for years: Fed­ 
eral aid to education, including 
parochial schools, and medical 
care for 
the aged financed 
through Social Security. 
And Wednesday night, to show 
he is willing to confront opposi­ 
tion. he said that between Jan. 4 
and the end of this year he will 
have 
sent 
Congress sixteen 
messages facing up to 
con­ 
flicts, to controversies and “ to 
the needs for change in our 
society.” 


Strangely, this yeartherewas 
relatively little heat over the 
education and medical care pro­ 
grams and, stranger, loth now 
seem to have a good chance of 
going through. How does this 
happen? 
This seems the best answer: 
Johnson, an expert politician, 
wants results and not conflicts. 
Instead of ducking the conflict, 
lie cools off both sides before 
making Ids programs public. 
He would probably call the 
nonviolent reaction to the medi­ 
cal care and education pro­ 
grams, just to use two exam­ 
ples, a reflection of what he 
calls the “ consensus” of Amer­ 
ican thinking. 
He worked that word “ consen­ 
sus1 
but, 
holding news conferences, the 
public hasn’t been hearing it 
from him. It probably will from 
now on. He used “ consensus” 13 
times Wednesday night. 
What does he mean by it? He 
seems to use it interchangeably 
with “ mandate.” 
The dictionary meaning of 
“ mandate” is “ instruction by a 
constituency” and “ consensus” 
means an “ agreement in mat­ 
ters of opinion.” 
Very early in the morning 
after election day last Novem­ 
ber Johnson revealed he consid­ 
ered his great victory a “ man­ 
date” to carry out his ideas.

“ For the* time being lie has no 
particular new Information to 
volunteer that you don’t have 
already.” 
Then Wednesday night John­ 
son announced he would be glad 
to go to Russia for talks with 
Soviet leaders. The Associated 
P ress reported from the White 
House this was obviously en­ 
couraged by secret, month-long 
contacts with Moscow. 
Johnson 
can play quiet at 
home, too, until it suits him oth­ 
erwise. 
Aftei his election last Novem­ 
ber there was speculation he 
would go ea sy, be sparing iii his 
program s, 
and 
offer 
only 
watered-down ones to a void con­ 
flict even though Ills victory had 
been overwhelming. 
Tilt* 
reason given for this 
speculation: Johnson

bers how President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, despite his vast vic­ 
tory iii 1936, was hobbled for 
years by an angry Congress aft­ 
er he tried to reorganize the 
Supreme Court. 
But when Johnson delivered 
his State of the Union message

through Social Security. 
And Wednesday night, to show 
lie is willing to confront opposi­ 
tion. lit* said that between Jan. 4 
and the end of this year tie will

Congress sixteen 
messages facing up to 
con­ 
flicts, to controversies and “ to 
the needs for change in our 
society.” 


Strangely, this year there was 
relatively little heat over the 
education and medical ca re pro­ 
gram s and, stranger, lioth now 
seem to have a good chance of 
going through. How does this 
happen? 
This seems the best answer: 
Johnson, an expert politician, 
wants results and not conflicts. 
Listead of ducking the conflict, 
he cools off both sides before 
making his programs public. 
He would probably call the 
nonviolent reaction to the medi­ 
cal care and education pro­ 
gram s, just to use two exam­ 
ples, a reflection of what lie 
calls tin* “ consensus” of A m er­ 
ican thinking. 
He worked that word “ consen­ 
sus’' overtime in the campaign 
but, because he hasn’t been 
holding news conferences, the 
public hasn’t been hearing it 
from him. It probably will from 
now on. He used “ consensus’' 13 
times Wednesday night. 
What does he mean by it? He 
seem s to use it interchangeably 
with “ mandate.” 
The dictionary meaning of 
“ mandate” is “ instruction bya 
constituency” and “ consensus” 
means an “ agreement In mat­ 
ters of opinion.” 
Very early in the morning 
after election day last Novem­ 
ber Johnson revealed he consid­ 
ered his great victory a “ man­ 
date” to carry out his ideas.
